The Dedication to Prince Henry, promising to celebrate 
his future reign and glory in verse, contains a graceful re¬ 
ference to the writer's abode in King's College, Cambridge 
It also indicates with snfl9cient closeness the date of the 
composition, as the Prince died in 1612, aged eighteen. The 
MS. is therefore the original work of Phineas Fletcher, 
written in Cambridge when about twenty-six years of age, 
ten years before his removal to a church-living in Norfolk, 
and sixteen years before the publication oi the poem, which 
appeared in print for the first time at Cambridge in 1627. 
This circorostance deserves notice in a literary history, or in 
a biography of the poet, as it appears unknown that Phineas 
Fletcher commenced to write so early the celebrated poem 
which Is known to have inspired Milton with ideas.

describing tbe Council In hell, and giving the speeches of 
Lucifer and his infernal senate, remind the reader at once 
of Paradise Lost. In the concluding lines addressed to King 
Jatnee, he reminds the monat'ch of his father,—that is, Giles 
Fletcher, the historian of Russia, an allusion omitted io the 
printed book. Allusion to the Cam In the dedication is 
repeated in a parallel passage at the beginning of the Purple 
Island, which be printed in 1688. Some corrections scat* 
fared through the pages seem to have been made at a later 
period of the poet s life. Many further olteratiooB from this 


origin'll dranght were of course necessary before tbe poem 
could be printed, the deaths of both Henry and James hav¬ 
ing taken place in the meantime. The MS. Is bound up with 
a religious work by Ralph Manerick, on the Fall and Redemp¬ 
tion of Man, dated 1635, and apparently prepared for press. 
The owner who, about 100 years ago, had tbe two MSS. bound 
together, most have had Paradise Lost and Regained in his 
mind.

Ever}' person of distinction connected with the French Court, from the toe of LonU XIII 
to the Regency, is mentioned or satirized in these erceanvely free metrical pieces. The names 
of the persons are often disguised in the poems, but marginal notes are given which declare thCTi 
in full, and relate spiteful and scandalous anecdotes. The 9cesaes of debauchery and of abo¬ 
minable vice, which are described in familiar language, can hardly be conceived. This volnme 
in fact embodies a clear and well-detailed picture of the state of society which French memoirs 
of the last century, however candid and plain-speaking, seldom more than hint at Many of 
these Chansons are by a courtier named Blot, and the compilation seems to have been begun 
about 1680, including Mazarinades and other pieces by him, and by different seigneitrs and 
petits-maitres of the time. But successive years down to 1720, and the successive work of 
different hands, added fresh matter in various places, chiefly at the bottom or side of the more 
ancient ones. All the additions are original, as is plain from the corrections. It would be diffi¬ 
cult to say whether the older pieces concerning the beauties of Louis XIV’s court, or the later 
ones which relate to the Regent, his daughters, and his fiiends, contain the more loathsome 
evidences of corruption and immorality. The addition of the complete proper names and the 
notes, introduces the reader, it might almost be said, personally, to the individual members of 
that haut-monde of rottenness. A d^en volumes of French MS/nairet galanfs might be made 
out of this single MS. It may also be considered as a supplement to the existing printed 
Memoirs, especially of Lauzun, Bussy-Rabutin, St. Simon, and the Due de Richelieu.
